Man in court charged with 
2016 murder of Raja Ali 


AN ILFORD man is the latest 
person to be charged with 
murder following the death of 
Raja Ali more than a year ago. 

Haziq Raza, 24, of Meath 
Road, Ilford, was arrested on 
Monday January 8 and 
charged with murder and vio¬ 
lent disorder. 

He is accused of killing Mr 


Ali, 33, in Braintree Road, 
Dagenham, on Sunday, 
September 25, 2016. 

He appeared at Barkingside 
Magistrates’ Court on 
Tuesday, January 9 and was 
remanded into custody to 
appear at the Old Bailey on 
January 11. 

On Tuesday, January 2, 


Navarda Rhooms, 26, of Eton 
Road, Ilford was also charged 
with murder and violent disor¬ 
der in relation to the death of 
Mr Ali. 

Rhooms appeared in cus¬ 
tody at the Old Bailey on 
Friday, January 5, where he 
was remanded for trial on 
Monday, June 4.

RIVER Road in Barking has under¬ 
gone a massive clean-up with more 
than 1,300 tonnes of grime 
removed. 

Barking and Dagenham Council 
led a major operation involving 
teams in refuse and cleansing, street 
enforcement, parking enforcement, 
environmental health, Met Police 
and the Environment Agency. 

The operation, which began in 
October and has now ended, 
involved cleaning crews and gulley 
cleansing teams operating three 
times a week. 

The teams cleared 42 tonnes of 
waste from the streets and pave¬ 
ments and removed 1,300 tonnes of 
silt and debris from all gullies from 
the A13 junction to the bottom of 
River Road. 

A parking suspension was put in 
place to reduce traffic congestion, 
while street enforcement focused on 
abandoned vehicles and waste 
transfer operations. As part of the 
efforts 12 abandoned cars were 
removed. The teams also cleared 13 


fly-tips from River Road. 

Jason Clark, chairman of PEW 
Electronical Distributors, said: “As 
a local business we are pleased to 
see the council tackle the issues in 
River Road. 

“Things have certainly improved 


in recent months with the clean-up 
and removal of abandoned vehicles. 

“However, we hope the council 
will continue to address the issues 
to not only help local business that 
are vital for the growth of the bor¬ 
ough, but also improve road safety 


for all that live and work in the 
area.” 

Councillor Laila Butt, cabinet 
member for enforcement and com¬ 
munity safety, said: “We have lis¬ 
tened to the concerns of local resi¬ 
dents and businesses about the situ¬ 
ation in River Road and have been 
working hard with them to clean up 
the area. We spent a considerable 
period addressing environmental 
issues, street cleanliness and traffic 
congestion and have achieved a 
number of positive results. 

“It is important that we continue 
to monitor any kind of grime crime 
that is taking place in River Road 
and the rest of the borough and I 
would urge local businesses and res¬ 
idents to use our Wall of Shame if 
they see anyone committing an 
offence.”

Emergency Plummer 

ALL THE MONEY IN THE WORLD 
(15,133 mins) 


T HE removal of Kevin Spacey from Ridley 
Scott’s propulsive thriller has been 
abducting headlines since early 
November. 

Esteemed replacement Christopher 
Plummer filmed scenes as oil tycoon John 
Paul Getty in nine days, leaving Scott and 
editor Claire Simpson to rework a finished 
Oscar-tipped picture in a matter of weeks. 

Apart from a couple of noticeable joins, 
which had to be accomplished with digital 
trickery, All The Money In The World emerges 
from a frenetic real-life race against time 
largely unscathed. 

The film is still generating awards buzz and 
Plummer, 88, is strongly tipped to become 
the oldest Academy Awards nominee in any 
acting category for his scene-stealing the¬ 
atrics. 

Based on one version of events surround¬ 
ing the 1963 kidnapping of 16-year-old John 
Paul Getty III, Scott’s picture sustains dra¬ 
matic tension with aplomb as David Scarpa’s 
script ricochets between the gang holding 
the boy hostage and the dysfunctional Getty 
family. 

Michelle Williams teases out the steely 
resolve of the young Getty’s mother, who 
married into wealth and has to rely on the 
benevolence of others to save her son. 

“You have to give me some time here, I’m 
fighting an empire,” she pleads to one kid¬ 
napper. 

On July 10 1963, John Paul Getty III 
(Charlie Plummer) is strolling through night¬ 
time Rome, trading pleasantries with prosti¬ 
tutes, when he is snatched off the street by 
balaclava-clad men. The abductors demand

a $17million ransom by telephone from the 
boy’s mother, Abigail (Williams). 

“I don’t have any money,” she whimpers. 

“Get it from your father-in-law,” responds 
Cinquanta (Romain Duris). “He has all the 
money in the world.” 

Oil tycoon J Paul Getty (Plummer) refuses 
to plunder a single cent from his billion-dollar 
empire, coldly arguing that if he paid a ran¬ 
som for one grandchild he would set a cost¬ 
ly precedent. 

Instead, he hires ex-CIA agent and security 
consultant Fletcher Chace (Mark Wahlberg) 


to rescue the boy. 

“A hostage negotiation is no place for a 
woman,” snarls the old man. 

The hunt criss-crosses the Calabrian hills, 
culminating in a nerve-wracking race to extri¬ 
cate the teenager from the clutches of crime 
boss Saro Mammoliti (Marco Leonardi). 

Based on John Pearson’s book Painfully 
Rich, All The Money In The World absolves 
the young Getty of collusion in his own kid¬ 
napping. 

Scott engineers a stylish and engrossing 
thriller that makes light work of a robust 133- 


minute running time, including a nail-biting, 
climatic set piece that wilfully ignores histori¬ 
cal facts. 

The older Plummer stops shy of smacking 
his lips with impish glee as his miserly mogul 
treats the hostage negotiation as a business 
deal, agreeing a reduced ransom that is tax- 
deductible and won’t impact his status as the 
world’s richest man. 

Everything has a price, even flesh and 
blood.

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AK47s and 
on derelict 

A HAUL of weapons and ammunition 
was discovered by police in a raid on a 
derelict building in North Ockendon. 

Officers found AK47 rifles, a hand¬ 
gun, sawn-off shotgun and a number of 
high explosive grenades hidden in the 
building in North Road. 

The building sits on the border 
between Havering and Thurrock. 

The raid was carried out by the Kent 
and Essex Serious Crime Directorate 
with the Ministry of Defence Ordnance

Disposal Unit. 

DS Mark Hall said: “This investiga¬ 
tion is at an early stage and I am main¬ 
taining an open mind as to the origin of 
these weapons, however, from their 
condition they may have been in situ for 
some time. This is a significant seizure 
and clearly in the wrong hands these 
weapons could have caused very con¬ 
siderable harm. I am very pleased that 
we have been able to safely recover 
them. 


“The weapons seized will now be sub¬ 
ject to detailed forensic and ballistic 
examinations. 

“We are continuing to work alongside 
our partners from the Ministry of 
Defence’s Explosive Ordnance 
Disposal Unit. 

“I would appeal to anyone with infor¬ 
mation to contact the Kent and Essex 
Serious Crime Directorate on 101 or 
Crimestoppers anonymously on 0800 
555 111.”

Killer pleads guilty 
to manslaughter of 
father of six 


A ROMFORD man has pleaded guilty 
to the manslaughter of a 58-year-old 
father of six, beaten to death 50 yards 
from his home in Dagenham. 

Ben Harper, 21, admitted killing 
Clemuth Roberts during a hearing at 
the Old Bailey on Monday, January 8. 

He had denied murder but pleaded 
guilty to manslaughter at a previous 
hearing on December 18. 

The prosecution accepted his plea 
and Harper will be sentenced on 
February 5. 

Mr Roberts was beaten to death in 
the street with a plank of wood in what 
is understood to have been a row over a 
bunch of keys, said police. 

He had chased a group of youngsters 
down the road to retrieve the keys 
before Harper viciously turned on him. 


Police were called just before 1pm to 
Stanhope Road, Dagenham following 
reports of a fight. 

Officers and paramedics found the 
much loved family man suffering from 
severe injuries. 

Mr Roberts was pronounced dead at 
the scene a short while later. 

A post-mortem examination carried 
out at Queen’s Hospital determined the 
cause of death as blunt force trauma to 
the head. 

Mr Roberts, affectionately known by 
family and friends as Clem, was a lover 
of cricket, reggae, and spending time 
with his 14 grandchildren. 

A 17-year-old boy and a 14-year-old 
girl, who were arrested on suspicion of 
murder, were later released with no fur¬ 
ther action.

Brown’s ‘despair’ as Blues slide closer to danger 


PHIL Brown’s reaction was one of 
“despair” as he watched his 
Southend United side suffer a 3-1 
defeat on the road to Northampton 
Town at Sixfields. 

Jason Demetriou’s penalty 
brought the Blues level after John- 
Joe O’Toole gave the home side the 
lead before goals from Matt Grimes 
and Alex Revell secured the win for 
the Cobblers. 

After the game Brown told the 
club website what needs to change 
and about replacing Ryan Leonard 
and Nile Ranger. 

He said: “My reaction is one of 
despair. It was a good game first- 
half, we were well involved in a bat¬ 
tle which we expected it to be, but 
strange decisions and silly mistakes 
by our defenders have cost us in the 
second-half. We didn’t clear our 
lines when we should have done and 
consequently, the first foul wasn’t 
given but the second was a penalty 
and puts us on the back foot and 
you’re fighting for your lives again.

“It wasn’t just level pegging [in 
the first half], it was a good perfor¬ 
mance away from home. 

“We played them at their own 
game, we battled against them, we 
went up in their faces. 

“Within five minutes of the sec¬ 
ond half, we’ve given a stupid 
penalty away and we’re getting pun¬ 
ished. Today we had a strong 
foothold in the game at half-time 
and Northampton were on the back- 
foot. Second half when they got 


their noses in front they had some¬ 
thing to hold onto, they slowed the 
game down and consequently, they 
got themselves a comfortable 3-1 
victory in the end.” 

On arresting Blues’ poor form he 
added: “At 2-1 it was still fairly 
tight. They had a great chance but 
we had a couple of good opportuni¬ 
ties as well, we’re just not riding our 
luck at the moment. We’re not 
learning from our past mistakes, 
we’re not learning how to win 
games, learning how to get some¬ 
thing from the game. 

“Pressure mounts, of course it 
does, the more you go without a 
win. If we go back to the way we 
played against Charlton at Roots 
Hall and revisit that as a collective, 
not as an individual, then we’ll be 
OK. 

“I would say [to the fans] stick 
with it. There’s plenty of time to go, 
plenty of games to go and the 
January transfer window is still 
open. With a bit of wheeling and 


dealing and with the right kind of 
person, the right kind of mentality 
coming into the camp then it gets us 
out of this situation.” 

On replacing Leonard and Ranger 
he said: “I wouldn’t have advocated 
sacking Nile Ranger if I thought I 
was going to miss him. 

“If you look at Nile’s statistics, he 
scored 10 goals in 50 games - one 
in five as a striker. Yeah, Individual 
brilliance at times was something to 
be admired, but we were losing 
games with Nile Ranger. 

“If I can bring somebody in to 
replace Nile then all well and good. 

“Ryan Leonard, is he replaceable? 
He has to be. I’ve got three or four 
central midfield players that I’m 
talking to and if we can bring them 
in as soon as we possibly can so we 
can address the Fleetwood game, 
the sooner the better for me.” 

Southend are next in Sky Bet 
League One action on Saturday, 
January 13 (3pm) when they travel 
to Fleetwood Town.
